FOR THE GOOD OF THE STATE 


The San Francisco Chronicle pub- 
lishes the Gazetre’s financial summa- 
ry of recent date, and proceeds to dis- 
cuss the showing in this way. - 

The State now owes $425,000, and 
the Gazetre puts the receipts from all 
sources for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1880, at $386,221. The un- 
funded debt in 1879 was $88,000. The 
monthly receipts for the period cover. 
ed (twelve months) appear to exceed 

the monthly expenditures for the 
thirty months ending June 30, 1881, 
by $3,210 per month. But with a 
property tax of 90 cents on the $100 
and rapidly declining values, the situ- 
ation has a melancholy look for the 
future. 
financial strain is that her State Guv- 
ernment was begun and has been cun- 

. tinued on the high-pressure plan. 
With a population that does not ex- 
ceed that of two second-class counties 
of California, she pays her Governor 
$6,000 a year, her three Supreme 
Judges $7,000 each, her Lieutenant- 

Governor $3,600 and five other State 
officers the same, with clerks and sub- 
ordinates in proportion and also dis- 
trict officers. The whole State ma- 
chinery is extravagantly cut out as if 
it were intended fora great State like 
New York or Pennsylvania or unlim- 
ite resources and rapid growth in 
wealth. California pays her Gover 
nor Lieutenant-Governor and six chiefs 
of executive departments, all told, but 
$24,000. The same offices cost Neva 
da $28,100, and Colorado but $14,200. 
But Colorado has 50 per cent. more 
taxable property than Nevada, more 
than three times the population, and 
no funded debt. That is why the 
State taxes in the one State are 90 
and the other but 36 cents on the $100. 
Nevada should lose no time in getting 
down from her lofty perch taken in 
flush bonanza times, and thoroughly 
reforming the compensaticn of her 
public officers. 

There have already been some re- 
ductions in salaries provided for. But 
with few exceptions the decrease has 
been made in the wrong departments.

There is now 
nothing to hinder the speedy exten- 
sion of the road. All the difficult de- 
tails of organization, of the choice of 
routes, and of the selection of men 
have been happily solved and are out 
of the way. The work is all laid oat, 
all the parts are in good hands, and 
HARMONY AND ENERGY 
Pervade the whole institution. The 
road now built covers all the difficult 
portions, and for miles and miles 
ahead there is nothing to do but to 
smooth a bed and lay the track. It is 
some time since anyone connected 
with the Gazetre has been in the 
councils of the company, and it is not 
informed as to their future plans ex- 
actly. Itis not stated whether they 
will first run their main line on north, 
or build from the Junction on their 
Plumas county branch. Either coun- 
try is worthy of a railroad, and will 
give it a profitable support. The 
Plumas county branch will strike 
throug Beckwourth Pass and across 
Sierra valley, the most productive re- 
gion in eastern California. It will 
run through a good country all the 
way to Quincy. It is about equally 
divided between agriculture and min- 
ing. and will give a large freight and 
passenger business to the road. The 
Plumas-Eureka is the best gold mine 
in California, and it consumes vast 
quantities of material, and there are 
dozens of others that are doing well. 
Sierra, Mohawk and American valleys 
produce large quantities of hay, grain, 
fruit, cattle and sheep. The people 
of Greenville also look for aspur up 
their way, through Clover, Gennessee 
and Indian vaileys. The country is. 
VERY PROMISING 

For such an enterprise. If the Com- 
pany concludes to put its line through 
to the Oregon line direct, the prospect 
for business is still more flattering, al- 
though the road would be longer. 
Down Long valley and along Honey 
lake, no country could be more favor- 
able to build a road over, and the pro- 
ductive ranches already iu cultivation 
would throw a large business in grain, 
fruit and cattle to the road, Beyond 
Honey ‘ake, the Madeline plains, Sur- 
prise and Goose lake valleys will reach 
out to meet the road, before it gets 
half way. There is a very decided 
improvement this year of the country 
to be reached, and the prospects are 
far better than they were when the 
road was begun. When it was organ- 
ized first, the whole country was de- 
pressed and business dull. This was 
really no detriment, however, but 
perhaps an advantage, as it caused the 
promoters of the scheme to look into 
the matter very carefully before mov- 
ing. They worked slowly, but surely, 
and left no loop-holes open. The 
more that is learned of the country 
and its growing condition, the brighter 
everything looks, and

Is very cheerful, indeed. The people 
in Reno and along ti. e road will prob- 
ably ses some rapid work in the next 
few months. The grading forces are 
21 miles out and progressing rapidly.

BiG YIELDS. 


The Big Ranchers of Lovelecks and 
Big Meadows and Their Big Crops. 


Correspondence. 

Editor Gazette: On my way West 
I spent a few days at Big Meadows, I 
visited John Reed’s ranche, and found 
everybody good-natured over the pros- 
pect of a splendid harvest. They have 
cut and threshed a volunteer crop of 
grain that went over a ton to the acre. 
Stock had run on it till the 5th of 
April, and water had been put on it 
twice. That shows most conclusively 
what can be done by fall sowing. They 
have 140 acres in grain, and expect it 
will yield 140 tons. “Alfalfa yielded 3 
tous to the acre the first cutting. In 
the three cuttings it will average 8 
tons. They have 9 acres of vegeta- 
bles. Hitherto the supply of vegeta- 
bles came from California, but that 
day is past. Big Meadows has enough 
and to spare. 
Good crops means better houses, 
trees planted, fences, etc. People will 
cease to talk “hard times.” They will 
gradually have the comforts and luxu- 
ries of life. On the right of the rail- 
road, Marzen has been enlarging his 
borders, and while one cannot rejoice 
at the untimely taking off of their 
neighhers, it is a good thing to have a 
place improved. Marker’s many acres 
are yielding alfalfa, principally. Those 
uncultivated are being used for pas- 
ture. I gota few items ae to num- 
bers of acres cultivated this season, by 
different farmers, but it is hardly nec- 
essary to give them. Harrison and 
John Ryan were mentioned as each 
having 20 acres of potatoes. Eight 
orten men are mentioned as having 
from 50 to 80 acres of grain, and sev- 
eral have from 150 to 200. 
At the station there are four stores, 
and we heard of one or two buildings 
that are to be put up this fall; good, 
substantial buildings.
